SECRETARY'S  REPORT 


The  fall  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  MCV 
Alumni  Association  was  held  on  September  26  and  was  well 
attended.  Dr.  James  E.  Kennedy,  then  acting  dean  of  den- 
tistry, and  Miss  Emelyn  C.  Mills,  secretary  of  the  Student 
Council,  were  also  present. 

Doctor  Kennedy  spoke  about  the  VCU  Legislative  Rela- 
tions Committee  and  the  efforts  of  the  University  to  establish 
better  relations  with  the  Legislature  to  improve  the  level  of 
funding  for  the  University.  He  spoke  of  the  search  for  a  new 
dean  of  dentistry,  60  or  70  people  had  applied.  They  hoped 
the  new  dean  would  be  appointed  by  the  spring.  On  admis- 
sions, he  said  the  profile  of  a  freshman  dental  student  was:  24 
years  of  age,  baccalaureate  degree  from  a  Virginia  college, 
3.1  average,  with  3.2  in  science,  DAT  of  5.5  to  6. 

Miss  Mills  spoke  of  the  efforts  of  the  president  of  the 
Student  Council,  Russell  D.  Long,  Jr.,  to  contact  all  of  the  top 
administrators  and  the  deans  as  well  as  to  make  sure  all  of  the 
different  schools  on  the  MCV  campus  were  included  in  the 
activities  of  student  government.  She  told  some  of  the  prob- 
lems they  faced,  such  as  the  budget  for  the  Larrick  Center 
and  the  same  parking  problem  as  well  as  the  dispersement  of 
the  $140  student  fee.  She  also  commented  on  the  danger  of 
the  crossing  of  Leigh  street  since  the  opening  of  the  new 
bridge  across  Shockoe  Valley. 

Mr.  Rooke  spoke  for  the  MCV  Foundation.  He  said  they 
had  employed  Mr.  Richard  A.  Velz  as  director  after  the  death 
of  Mr.  Jack  Baskerville.  The  Foundation  has  now  invited  the 
immediate  past  president  and  the  president-elect  to  join  our 
president  at  the  MCV  Foundation  Committee's  meetings. 

Dr.  F.  B.  Wiebusch,  director  of  continuing  education  for 
the  School  of  Dentistry,  has  offered  to  put  on  the  program  for 

August,  1977 


the  Scientific  Assembly  in  June,  '77,  at  reunion,  on  cancer. 
This  program  would  be  applicable  to  all  schools  and  he 
already  has  a  grant  to  take  care  of  the  speakers. 

The  committee  was  told  of  the  setting  up  of  a  scholarship 
fund  by  the  friends  and  family  of  Dr.  Oscar  W.  Ward,  Sr., 
through  the  Alumni  Association. 

On  motion  of  Doctor  Tucker,  seconded  by  Doctor  Boyd,  it 
was  passed  that  categories  of  membership  be  set  up.  The 
titles  for  these  have  not  been  worked  out  but  it  would  be  in 
categories  of  $15,  $25-$99,  $100-$499,  and  $500-$l,000  plus. 
A  letter  to  the  Board  will  be  sent  out  for  the  approval  of  the 
titles. 

Mrs.  Kay  told  the  committee  that  a  letter  had  been  written 
to  Doctor  Temple  on  August  17  to  remind  him  of  his  promise 
for  the  Alumni  Association  to  have  representation  on  search 
committees  for  deans  and  departmental  chairmen.  A  reply 
was  received  from  Doctor  Temple  on  September  24  saying 
we  could  either  compile  a  reservoir  list  or  we  could  wait  until 
a  committee  is  formed  and  then  suggest  a  member.  Doctor 
Graham  moved  we  compile  a  list  and  give  a  name  when 
asked.  Doctor  Nooney  seconded  the  motion,  which  passed. 

M rs.  Kay  told  of  the  meeting  of  herself  and  M  r.  Rooke  with 
Doctors  Caravati  and  Nelson  concerning  fund  raising.  Advice 
was  to  be  obtained  from  the  Director  of  the  University  of 
Virginia  Medical  Foundation  as  to  their  methods.  Dr.  Rich- 
ard A.  Michaux  was  suggested  as  chairman  of  an  advisory 
committee  on  fund  raising  with  members  to  be  chosen  from 
the  past  presidents  and  others. 

Mrs.  Cantrell  reported  for  the  liaison  committee  for  stu- 
dent affairs.  An  open  house-beer  party  was  held  for  the  new 
students  in  August.  A  motion  was  made  and  passed  to  offer 
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the  graduates  a  dance  or  whatever  affair  they  would  desire. 

Mrs.  Cantrell  was  thanked  for  her  work  on  both  the  fresh- 
man and  senior  affairs  and  on  how  much  she  had  accom- 
plished and  how  much  she  had  given  in  behalf  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

The  executive  committee  recommended  Article  III,  Sec- 
tion I,  of  the  Bylaws  be  amended  to  read:  "There  shall  be  one 
representative  on  the  Board  for  each  600  living  graduates  of 
each  school." 

The  January  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  on  January 
30th  and  there  was  excellent  attendance.  At  the  September 
meeting,  it  had  been  recommended  to  invite  the  past  presi- 
dents each  year  to  the  January  meeting.  Five  of  them  ac- 
cepted the  invitation.  Dr.  Lauren  A.  Woods,  associate  pro- 
vost, and  Mr.  Russell  D.  Long,  Jr.,  president  of  the  Student 
Council,  were  also  present. 

Doctor  Woods  gave  a  comprehensive  discussion  of  their 
requests  to  the  Legislature. 

Mr.  Long  spoke  of  the  many  problems  of  student  govern- 
ment. We  feel  Mr.  Long  should  be  commended  for  the 
splendid  job  he  has  done  this  year  in  trying  to  solve  these 
problems. 

After  lengthy  meetings  by  Mrs.  Kay,  president,  with  vari- 
ous officials  of  MCV  and  VCU  regarding  representation  on 
search  committees  for  deans  and  chairmen  of  departments, 
the  verdict  was  we  were  not  to  be  allowed  to  suggest  a 
representative. 

The  reapportionment  to  600  from  500  living  graduates  of 
each  school  as  the  guideline  for  representation  on  the  Board 
was  approved  on  motion  of  Mrs.  Rolfe,  seconded  by  Doctor 
Brown. 

At  the  September  meeting  it  was  decided  we  should  estab- 
lish an  advisory  committee  to  set  up  a  group  similar  to  the 
Univeristy  of  Virginia.  Dr.  Richard  A.  Michaux  has  accepted 
the  chairmanship;  Dr.  Walter  F.  Green  III  and  Dr.  O.  T.  Gra- 
ham, Jr.,  will  represent  medicine;  Dr.  W.  C.  Henderson,  and 
Dr.  Herbert  R.  Boyd,  Jr.,  dentistry;  Mr.  R.  Reginald  Rooke 


and  Mr.  J.  Edward  Marks,  pharmacy;  and  Mrs.  Kay,  thus  far 
the  sole  representative  from  nursing.  Representatives  from 
allied  health  and  basic  sciences  will  also  be  named.  Dr. 
Kinloch  Nelson  and  Dr.  Charles  M.  Caravati  will  serve  as 
advisors.  The  committee  will  then  be  expanded  to  include  all 
past  presidents  and  interested  alumni.  A  meeting  between 
Mrs.  Kay  and  Doctor  Michaux  is  scheduled  for  February  1,  to 
discuss  the  objectives  and  possible  approaches. 

In  the  area  of  student  activities,  Mrs.  Kay  was  invited  to 
speak  to  the  members  of  the  MCV  Student  Government  by 
Russ  Long.  They  were  responsive  and  enthusiastic.  Mrs.  Kay 
recommended  that  we  entertain  the  members  of  the  Student 
Government,  about  75,  with  a  wine  and  cheese  party  as  a  way 
to  maintain  contact  with  the  sophomores  and  juniors. 

Mrs.  Cantrell,  the  outgoing  chairman  of  the  liaison  com- 
mittee for  student  affairs,  reported  for  that  committee  that 
the  graduates  of  this  year  did  want  a  dance  and  it  would  be 
held  at  the  Hyatt  House. 

At  the  Board  meeting  on  June  3,  a  motion  was  made  by 
Mrs.  Kay,  seconded  by  Doctor  Boyd,  to  reconvene  the  Advi- 
sory Committee  based  on  the  reports  given  today  to  finalize 
plans  for  the  winter  meeting.  The  Board  had  previously 
agreed  to  contribute  $4,000  to  match  the  $4,000  promised  by 
the  MCV  Foundation  to  finance  the  winter  meeting.  Details 
for  this  meeting  have  not  been  completed.  At  the  present 
time  a  date  has  not  been  set. 

The  senior  dance  which  was  sponsored  jointly  by  the  MCV 
Alumni  Association  and  the  MCV  Foundation  was  held  at  the 
Hyatt  House  on  May  13  and  was  quite  a  success. 

It  was  resolved  by  the  Board  that  a  note  of  sympathy  be 
written  to  Mrs.  Clayton  expressing  the  sympathy  of  the  Asso- 
ciation in  the  death  of  her  husband,  Dr.  Charles  C.  Clayton, 
who  had  attended  the  Peninsula  Chapter  meeting. 

It  was  the  resolved  by  the  Board  that  the  MCV  Alumni 
Association  remain  intact  as  an  independent,  unified  Alumni 
Association.

It  is  my  intention  to  work  for  a 
totally  unified  MCV  Alumni  Association  with  all  schools  and  I 
emphasize  all  schools  from  the  youngest  to  the  oldest,  from 
the  smallest  to  the  largest,  participating  and  sharing  to  the 
fullest  in  MCV  Alumni  Association  affairs.  From  unity  comes 
strength!!  I  feel  that  we  are  much  stronger  unified  for  as  with 
any  group  much  strength  can  be  gained  when  all  MCV 
Alumni  join  hands  together  to  work  for  the  good  of  this  great 
health  center.

The  business  portion  of  the  meeting  was  concluded  and  Doctor  Green  recognized  Dr.  Wyndham  B.  Blanton,  Jr.,  rector 
of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  VCU  and  told  him  we  would  appreciate  a  few  remarks.

"I'm  pleased  to  welcome  you  because  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  Virginia  Commonwealth  University  recognizes  the  impor- 
tance of  alumni  to  the  institution.  We  realize  that  alumni  are  and  can  be  an  even  greater  force  for  good  in  the  life  of  this 
campus.  The  University  needs  the  support  of  the  alumni  and  certainly  we  need  your  help  in  dealing  between  our  various 
publics.  Perhaps  more  than  anything  else,  I  think,  we  recognize  we  need  you  in  order  to  stand  on  your  shoulders. 

"I  will  submit  to  you  that  regardless  of  the  work  of  the  research  programs  at  this  University,  regardless  of  the  prestige 
of  the  faculty  at  this  University,  regardless  of  the  service  we  render  to  many  groups,  that  in  no  way  is  our  reputation  built 
as  solidly  as  it  is  on  the  collective  reputations  of  you  as  an  alumni  group.  Herein  lies  much  of  our  power  and  we  recognize  it. 

"We  look  forward  to  working  with  you  and  somewhat  in  the  words  of  Doctor  Boyd — so  long  as  we  are  striving  to  create 
a  university  of  one  mind,  one  voice,  one  strength,  and  not  an  effort  to  splinter  that  University,  we  look  forward  to  working 
with  you  in  the  year  ahead.  Thank  you." 

Dr.  Green  recognized  Dr.  H.  I.  Willett,  the  acting  president  of  VCU,  and  Dr.  M.  Pinson  Neal,  provost  of  MCV. 
The  meeting  was  adjourned.

"I  hope  that  during  the  next  year  alumni  and  students  will 
get  involved,  will  participate  and  share  and  speak  out  on  the 
issues  facing  MCV  and  also  on  the  issues  facing  the  delivery 
of  health  care  in  our  country  and  our  world  today. 

"In  summary  I  hope  and  pray  that  I  will  have  the  knowl- 
edge and  insight  to  help  in  some  small  way  as  our  MCV 
Alumni  Association  goes  through  this  troublesome  period, 
and  go  through  it,  it  will,  to  become  even  stronger.
